Consumers Power 
customers in Grayling lost 
electrical power for more 
than five hours Thursday af- 
ter a truck knocked down a 
main line on Four Mile 
Road. 

A wood truck driver from 
Alpena, after unloading at 
AJD Wood Products, ap- 
parently left the boom up on 
the truck and the boom 
caught a 46,000-- volt line 
across Four Mile Road. The 
big line stretched and snap- 
ped five cross-arms off 
power line poles before 
finally breaking. 

When the line broke, 
power went off at five sub- 
stations including the sub- 


_ Station at Grayling. Close to 


Once again, pre-planning 
paid off Thursday, Septem- 
ber 2, as a 542 hour power 
failure in Crawford and por- 
tions of Roscommon coun- 
ties caused only minimal 
disruption in Mercy Hospital 
activity. Power was lost 
throughout the area at 8:34 
a.m. and was not restored 
until after 2 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. When the power 
failed, Mercy’s two 
emergency generators auto- 
matically activated, causing 
no interruption in electrical 
service. Power was shut off

7,000 customers, including 
the city of Grayling and the 
new Weyerhaeuser plant, 
lost power at 8:34 a.m. The 
southern edge of Grayling, 
along the I-75 Business Loop, 
had power restored one hour 
and 20 minutes later because 
it is fed off the Gerrish sub- 
station. Power was restored 
at the Grayling substation 
five hours and 21 minutes af- 
ter the accident.

Tax Reform Bill 


Lansing—State Represen- 
tative Ralph Ostling (R-Ros- 
common) was successful 
today in discharging a 
property tax reform bill 
from the House Taxation 
Committee that could save 
the state $20 milligi. 

The bill now goes before 
the full House of Represen- 
tatives for final con- 
sideration, 

The reform measure 
would continue the current 
law of preventing welfare 
recipients, who pay property 
taxes with welfare money, 
from collecting a property 
tax refund under the state’s 
“Cireuit breaker” provision 
on the Michigan state in- 
come tax forms. 

‘It is imperative that this 
bill pass with the other 
budget bills for Fiscal Year 
1982-83”, Ostling stated. 


“The Governor’s budget has 
been based on the $20 million 
savings from this bill. If it 
does not pass, it simply 
means that $20 million in 
budget cuts will have to be

made in other areas.” 

Ostling is vice-chairman of 
the House Appropriations 
Committee which writes the 
budget bills. 

“We were unsuccessful in 
two previous attempts to 
discharge this bill from the 
Taxation Committee in 
June,’’ Ostling explained. 
“But I think the latest 
budget crisis has made 
people realize that continued 
cuts in state spending are 
necessary. We are not out of 
the woods yet and we cannot 
afford to provide property 
tax relief to welfare 
recipients.” 

Ostling also noted that the 
only other time a bill has 
been discharged from the 


Taxation Committee was for’ 


the cigarette tax increase 
last spring. A majority vote 
of the members of the 
Michigan House of 
Representatives is needed to 
discharge a bill from a 
House committee.

- valid signatures. 

The board refused te include in the

get around the Legislature when the 
Legislature is not doing its will. The 
courts have held that you cannot 
restrict that right,’’ Thompson said. 

He argued that an Illinois case 
ruled that certain restrictions - such 
as petitioner signing his or her mail- 
ing address rather than their regis- 
tration address - could not stand in 
the way of a constitutional initiative 
so long as the signers were 
registered voters. 

Some 29 of the signatures ex- 
cluded as invalid did involve such 
things as petitioners putting down 
the wrong address or being from the 
wrong county when signing the 
petitions. 

Elections Director Chris Thomas 
said his staff checks signatures with 
the local clerks and if not found 
there, the signature is considered 
invalid. He added the errors are 
common mistakes and noted they 
could have been corrected if the elec- 
tions staff checked further. 

Lansing attorney Thomas Downs, 
an expert in election law, said the 
state had the right to guarantee the 
purity of elections and_ that 
requiring a petitioner to put down 
the correct locality was not an ex- 
cessive requir Semen, 

Wanger said he had the right not 
to let his taxes be spent on a pro- 
posal unless those advancing it had 
conformed to the laws. 

Capital punishment was first out- 
lawed in Michigan in 1846. Only two 
executions have taken place in the 
state. 

Several times in the past, petition 
drives have been started to put the 
question on the ballot but they have 
always failed. 

This year’s petition drive was far 
short of the necessary signatures 
until the shooting death of State 
Police Trooper Craig Scott. His 
widow, Lydia, publically supported 
the proposal which provided the im- 
petus to gather the 307,000 
signatures filed last month with the 
ae Elections Division.

Editor’s Mailbox 


Sept. 1, 1982 

Dear Editor, 

The last edition of the 
Crawford County Avalanche 
included an article on the 
possible closing of the Gray- 
ling Mental Health Office. It 
is hoped this letter will 
provide a better understand- 
ing of the circumstances 
surrounding this proposal. 

The North Central Com- 
munity Mental Health Board 
as part of its budget sub- 
mission for the coming fiscal 
year (October 1, 1982 thru 
September 30, 1983) was 
required to submit a plan to 
deal with a 10% reduction in 
state funding (a reduction 


from the current year 
allocation}. The reduction 
translated into ap- 
proximately 84,000 state 


dollars. If the 10% local mat- 
ch is added, it raises the 
dollar cut to approximately 
This proposed 
budget cut is without con- 
sidering increased costs for 
insurance, rent, gas and 


' other year to year expenses 


which the Board has limited 
control over. If these costs 


f. are considered the shortfall 


in revenues the Board could 
project approximates

the Board has already made

provide any cost of living to 
its staff unless sufficient 
funding exists to avoid any 
program reductions, there- 
fore none of this shortfall is 
related to staff wages. 

The Board considered its 
entire proposed budget in- 
cluding possible cuts, if a 
90% only allocation were ap- 
proved at its regular 
meeting on August 12. This 
meeting was also a public 
hearing on the budget. The 
plan which was approved 
targeted five program 
reductions associated with 
the projected loss of 
revenues. One of these was 
the conversion of the Gray- 
ling Office to a_ satellite 
operation. The cuts were 
proposed to allow for at least 
one quarter of operation 
prior to their implemen- 
tation. During this period the 
Board would (1) have an op- 
portunity to work out details 
related to the proposed pro- 
gram reductions and (2) 
examine alternatives to the 
plan proposed to the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health with 
its initial budget submission. 

It should be clearly under- 
stood that it is not the 
Board’s desire to close (con- 
vert to a satellite operation) 
the Grayling Office. This is 
an effect of the possible 
budget reduction. 

The Board has  com- 
municated both with the 
legislature and the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health its 
concerns about such cuts 
and the anticipated negative 
impact in a reduction in 


capacity to serve the people 
of our catchment area, and, 


would encourage similar 
communications from 
anyone interested in main- 
taining a viable community 
mental health system. 

In the meantime, the 
Board is continuing to 
examine its options should 
the allocation from the 
Department of Mental 
Health be reduced. We are 
hopeful that all of the 
proposed cuts can be 
avoided and are desirous to 
maintain the Grayling Office 
operations if at all possible.

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Starting September 1, 
1982, 30 households in Craw- 
ford County will have a 
chance to participate in 
medical research. During 
September, volunteers of the 
American Cancer Society 
will be encouraging their 
friends and relatives to take 
part in Cancer Prevention 
Study II. The study will be 
the Society’s second major 
research endeavor to learn 
how lifestyle and environ- 
mental factors influence 
cancer and other diseases. 

One of the largest 
epidemiologic research 
projects ever to be carried 
out in the ULS., the study will 
involve more than one 
million American men and 


women from all racial, 
ethnic, and economic 
groups. 


“With information pro- 
vided by study participants 
in Crawford County and all 
over the country, we hope to 
identify those factors that 
increase a person’s chance 
of getting cancer, those that 
carry little or no risk, and 
those that actually may help 
prevent cancer,”’ said Joann 
Olsen, Chairman of the 
Crawford County Unit of the 
American Cancer Society. 
“We'll then be able to 
develop programs to help 
people follow lifestyles that 
minimize thelr cancer risk.” 

The first Cancer Preven- 
tion Study, conducted from 
1959-1972, identified many 
factors related to the 
development of cancer and 
other diseases. The link bet- 
ween cigarette smoking and 
lung cancer and _ heart 
disease was an important 
outcome of the study, and 
helped to initiate the public 
health campaign against 
smoking. The study also 
revealed the relationship of 
obesity to certain cancers, 
the profile of women at high 
risk for cervical cancer, and 
the role of exercise in pre- 
venting heart attacks and 
strokes. 

Though conceived along 
the lines of the first study, 
Cancer Prevention Study II 
will break new ground in 
areas of investigation. 

“CPS II will be even more 
timely and more inclusive 
than CPS I, and wili respond 
directly to public anxieties 
and frustrations about our 
environment: what is car- 
cinogenic and what is safe,”’ 
said Dr. Robert V.P. Hutter, 
President of the American 
Cancer Society. Notes 
Lawrence Garfinkel, Vice 
President of Epidemiology 
and Statistics for the ACS, 
and Director of Cancer Pre- 
vention Study II. ‘Since our 
first study was conducted, 
changes have taken place in 
the way we live, the food we 
eat, and the products we use. 
We’re anxious to see how 
such changes have affected 
our health risks.” 

Study participants will 
complete a _ confidential 
questionnaire about their 
working, living, and eating 
habits. Covered in the four- 
page questionnaire are such 
topics of concern as low-tar, 
low-nicotine cigarettes, birth 
contro] pills, coffee, hair 
dyes, and saccharin. Also to 
be analyzed are air and 
water pollution, oc-

cupational exposures, and 
low-level radiation. 

The task of enrolling the 
million study participants 
falls to a dedicated army of 
more than 80,000 American 
Cancer Society volunteers. 
In Crawford County, 3 volun- 
teers will enlist the 30 needed 
subjects. Participants will 
be expected to complete and 
return questionnaires to 
research volunteers by the 
end of the second week in 
September. 

Once very other year for 
the next six years, these 
“research volunteers” will 
keep track of the million 
study participants, and 
report to ACS headquarters 
on their status and where- 
abouts. When study par- 
ticipants die, health statisti- 
cians will be able to deter- 
mine how their lifestyles af- 
fected their health by 
referring to information in 
the questionnaires. 

“We're very grateful for 
the enormous contribution 
the volunteer researchers 
will make to Cancer Pre- 
vention Study JI. Without 
their donating time and 
energy, the cost of under- 
taking such a comprehen- 
sive study would be 
prohibitively | expensive,’’ 
Mrs. Olsen said.

The ‘‘| Forgot Store’’ 


Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover 
Park Interpreter 

Not long ago I was going 
through the accession record 
which is a list of artifacts 
donated over the years to the 
Park. A long way into that 
list it dawned on me that 
there were mighty few axes 
there. Very simply, the axe 
is a useful tool that is used 
until it is worn out and then if 
you worked in the woods, a 
blacksmith could convert it 
into a pic-a-roon io be used 
for piling or loading small 
logs. 

Without a doubt, the axe is 
one of the oldest inventions 
of man. First there were 
axes of stone, then of bronze, 
then of iron, and finally of 
steel. Only in America did 
the axe reach its highest 
development. There were 
three kinds of axes used in 
the woods: the single-bit or 
pole axe, the double-bit axe 
and the broad axe. The men 
who worked the tall timber 
cherished their axe. The 
handle or helve was shaved 
down until it sprang like 
whalebone (it is easier to use 
and shock on arms and 
shoulders is lessened). The 
edge was honed with a wet or 
oil stone until it was razor 
Sharp. Those men con- 
sidered it a disgrace to have 
a nick in their axe; they 
never dropped it when work 
was done but put it where it 
was Safe, often carefully 
Standing it in a corner with 
crude wooden sheath. They 
did not leave their axe stick- 
ing into a tree or stump 
overnight, for they believed 
to do so would bring bad 
luck. 

As a very wet-behind-the- 
ears kid working weekends 
with my Dad’s crew, J lear- 
ned how to use an axe under 
the watchful eyes of various 
old-timers. I still have that 
old axe and a much-worn 
pocket stone as a com- 
panion. When the time 
comes, one of my children 
will have it to use. Until then, 
I like many others consider 
it bad luck to give up one’s 
axe,

NOTICE OF HEARING TO REVISE 
CONSERVATION SURCHARGES 


As more fully described below, if approved, the 
surcharge revisions sought would increase the gas bills 
paid by a typical residential heating customer, using 
162 Mcf per year, by about $1.30 annually. 

In Case No. U-545], Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company (MichCon) was authorized by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission (Commission) to engage in 
a program for the conservation of natural gas pursuant 
to 1978 PA 211] (Act 211 Program) and the Commission’s 
Residential Conservation Standards, R 460.2401 et seq. 
MichCon was also authorized by this Commission in 
Case No. U-6743 to implement a conservation program 
pursuant to the Michigan Residential Conservation 
Service Plan (RCS Program) to offer certain specific 
energy conservation services to their residential cus- 
tomers. Under both of those conservation programs, 
MichCon recovers the costs associated with each pro- 
gram by separate uniform surcharges included in the 
price of every metered unit of gas sold regardless of 
the amount of gas consumed by a customer. Also under 
each of MichCon’s above-referenced conservation pro- 
grams, comprehensive reconciliation proceedings have 
been established to enable the Commission to adjust, 
as necessary, the actual costs with surcharge revenues 
for the preceding surcharge periods and establish new 
surcharges for the ensuing 12 months. In each case 
the revised surcharge is netted against any overage or 
underage for the past surcharge period. 

On October 16, 1981, the Commission issued its 
Opinion and Order in Case No. U-6743 authorizing 
MichCon to implement its RCS Program and to recover 
the costs of its RCS Program by a surcharge of $.00162 
per Cef for every metered unit of gas sold, or $.00159 
per therm for those customers billed on a per therm basis. 

Similarly, in its Opinion and Order dated March 2, 
1982 in Case No. U-5451, the Commission authorized 
and approved a revised surcharge of $.00022 per Ccf 
and $.00021 per therm for MichCon’s Act 21] Program. 
In that Opinion and Order, the Commission further 
approved subsequent reconciliation and hearing pro- 
cedures on a consistent basis with MichCon’s RCS 
Program reconciliation procedures described in the 
Commission's Opinion and Order dated October 16, 1981 
in Case No. U-6743. 

This Notice of Hearing is being issued in the cap- 
tioned combined dockets in accordance with the Com- 
mission’s expressed intent of establishing surcharge 
reconciliation proceedings for Applicant’s Act 211 and 
RCS Programs ona consistent and consolidated basis. 

On June 21, 1982, MichCon filed an application to sus- 
pend the surcharge established for its Act 211 Program 
until a new surcharge level is established and approved 
in the reconciliation hearings being noticed herein. The 
Commission issued its Order Approving Suspension of 
Surcharge in Case No. U-5451 on June 29, 1982. 

On June 25, 1982, MichCon filed separate applica- 
tions in Case Nos. U-5451-R (1982) and U-6743-R (1982) 
requesting authority to revise its surcharges under its 
Act 211 and RCS Programs, respectively. In lieu of filing 
subsequent exhibits to said applications, MichCon filed 
consolidated written testimony and exhibits in support 
of the following proposals to recover costs attributable 
to the conservation programs: 

Case No, U-5451-R (1982) 

Applicant represents that Program costs totalling 
$1,755,741 were incurred during the 12 months ended 
June, 1982 by MichCon’s wholly owned subsidiary, 
MichCon Conservation Company. Applicant farther 
represents that total revenues collected were $3,338,925, 
leaving an overage attributable to the Program of 
$1,582,784. 

Applicant estimates that Program costs for the 
ensuing period ending June, 1983 will total $1,224,000. 
Applying the present overage against the estimated 
total program costs results in an estimated future net 
overrecovery of $359,000 at the end of June, 1983. Based 
on estimated rate schedule sales of natural gas of 274.4 
Bef for the period from November, 1982 to June, 1988, 
Applicant proposes that the Commission authorize and 
approve a surcharge credit of $.00013 per Cef/therm 
to balance the anticipated net overrecovery. MichCon 
further requests that the proposed surcharge credit 
remain in effect until the end of the June, 1983 billing 
cycle then return to the zero level pending subsequent 
adjustment and reconciliation in coordinated proceedings 
with the RCS Program. 

Case No. U-86743-R (1982) 

MichCon represents that during the 13-month period 
ended June, 1982 total Program costs were $6,884,097 
with total Program revenues of $5,300,711, leaving a 
$1,583,326 underrecovery. MichCon estimates that 
Program costs for the ensuing period ending June, 1983 
will total $7,685,000. MichCon further estimates that 
additional billed and unbilled surcharges for the July- 
October and July-September 1982 periods, respectively, 


will total $1,019,000, leaving $6,666,000 to be recovered 
during the period November, 1982 through June, 1983. 

MichCon estimates that rate schedule sales of natural 
gas will total 274.4 Bef for the period November, 1982 
through June, 1983. Based upon the sales and cost 
estimates, MichCon proposes that the surcharge for the 
RCS Program be set at $.00243 per Ccf ($.00239 per 
therm) to be included in the billed commodity charge 
for gas consumption Until subsequently revised by the 
Commission. 

MichCon further requests that its rate of return 
under the RCS Program be changed from 9% to the 
10.40% overall rate of return established for MichCon 
in Case No, U-6839. The effect of the proposed increased 
rate of return would change the proposed surcharge 
level from $.00243 per Ccf to $.00244 per Ccf. 

In order to facilitate future RCS Program and Act 
211 Program reconciliations and coordinate the timing 
of those proceedings with the time when actual costs 


and revenues for the period being reconciled are avail- 


able, MichCon proposes that future reconciliations for 

the RCS and Act 211] Programs be as follows: 

(a) On or about August 1, Michigan Consolidated will 
submit its applications accompanied by reports showing: 

(i) actual costs incurred and revenues received in 
connection with the Programs through the period 
ending June 30; 

(ii) estimates of Program costs, revenues and gas 
sales for the subsequent July 1 to June 30 penod; 
and 

(iii) the resultant new program surcharge levels. 

(b) After notice and hearing Hmited in scope to establish- 
ment of costs and sales levels to be used in calculating 
and collecting regular surcharges to fund the Programs, 
new Program surcharges will be established based 
upon the information submitted. 

(c) The surcharges established pursuant to reconciliation 
shall become effective with the start of the November 
billing cycle. 

(d) Surcharge reconciliation during the remaining terms 
of the Programs shall be consistent with the fore- 
going procedures. 

Jurisdiction is pursuant to 1978 PA 211, MCLA 460.6c; 
1909 PA 300, as amended, MCLA 462.2 et seq.; 1919 
PA 419, as amended, MCLA 460.51 et seq.; 1939 PA 3, 
as amended, MCLA 460.] et seq.; 1969 PA 306, as 
amended, MCLA 24,201 et seq.; and the Commission's 
Rules of Practice and Procedure, 1979 Administrative 
Code, R 460.11 et seq.; the National Energy Conservation 
Policy Act, 42 USC 8201 et seq.; and the Energy Security 
Act, 42 USC 8701 et seq.

utilizing the existing beard of appeals, providing for enforce- 
ment; and imposing penalties for violation of this ordinance. 

Pursuant to the authority conferred by the provisions of Act 
No. 23 of the Public Acts of the State of Michigan for the year 
1950 (Extra Session) as amended, for the purpose of promoting 
the health, safety and general welfare of the inhabitants of the 
County of Crawford by preventing the establishing of airport 
hazards and thereby protecting the general public, users of the 
Grayling Army Airfield/Grayling McNamara Airport and occu- 
pants of land in its vicinity, and preventing the destruction and 
impairment of the utility of said airport and the public invest- 
ment therein; 

The Board of Commissioners of the County of Crawford un- 
der the provisions of Section 13 of Act No, 23 of the Public Acts 
of the State of Michigan for the year 1950 (Extra Session) as 
amended, does hereby ordain the following to be known as the 
Grayling Army Airfield/Grayling McNamara Airpert Zoning 
Ordinance, 
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Purpose and Limitations 

1,01 Title 

This ordinance is to be known and may be cited as the 
“Grayling Army Airfield/McNamara” Airport Zoning Ordinance 
1.02 Objective 

The principle objective of this ordinance is to provide ad- 
ditional safety and protection to the users of the airport and to 
the people who live and work in its vicinity. 
1.03 Hazard Area 

This ordinance establishes regulations on land within a 
25,000 foot radius measured from the center of each end of the 
primary surface of each runway which is designated on the air- 
port zoning map. This ordinance establishes a air bowl with a 
maximum height limitation of 150 feet above the established 
elevation of the airport within a t0,000 foot radius measured 
from the center of each end of the primary surface of cach run- 
way and has a maximum height limitation of 35 feet above 
ground at some locations in the approaches to the runways im- 
mediately adjacent to the airport. The height limitations of this 
ordinance become less severe as the distance from the airport is 
increased, 
1.04 Hazards 

Structures and treea which project. above the height. 
limitations are considered hazards to flying and endanger lives 
and property. The prescribed height limits are not arbitrarily 
set, but are based on past experience and studies made by the 
Michigan Aeronautics Commission and by the Federal Aviation 


Administration. Height limits are based upon the established 
elevation of the airport or upon the elevation of the end of the 


nearest runway. 
1.05 Existing Non-Conforming Objects 
This ordinance does not affect existing structures, the 
height of which exceeded the limits imposed by this ordinance as 
of the effective date hereof. New construction, and construction 


increasing the height of existing structures, within 25,000 feet 
radius, must conform to the provisions on height limitations. 


This ordinance also restricts such use of land within the vicinity 
of the airport as will unreasonably interfere with radio com- 
munications systems and other navigational aids or devices used 
by the airport and aircraft. or would reduce visibility or would 
create confusing lights. 
1.06 Creation of the Zoning Board 

‘The Crawford County Board of Commissioners by resolution 
charged the Crawford County Zoning Board with the responsi- 
bility of adopting, administering and enforcing the Grayling 
Army Airfield/McNamara Airport Zoning Ordinance. 
1.07 Heights Requiring Permits 

Any structure over 35 feet above ground will require a per- 
mit from the Zoning Administrator. 
1.08 Land - Use Types Requiring Permits 

To promote the general purpose and objectives of thig or- 
dinance and its effective administration, all persons making use 
of land within the areas shown on sheet 6 of 5 of the Zoning maps 
are advised to consult section 3.07 of this ordinance as to un- 
desirable land uses within designated Airport Protection Zones. 
1.09 Provisions for Variance 

This ordinance contains provisions for the variance of the 
height limits in event of practical difficulty or unnecessary hard- 
ship if the relief granted would not be contrary to the public in- 
terest and safety. It is the intent of the Crawford County Zoning 
Board, with the cooperation of the public, to have this ordinance 
administered in a reasonable and just manner in keeping with 
the responsibilities involved. 
1.10 Where to Review Copies of this Ordinance 

Information regarding height limits and copies of this or- 
dinance are available at the offices of the Zoning Administrator. 
A copy of this ordinance is also on file with the County Clerk, 
Court House, Grayling, Mi and the Michigan Aeronautics Com- 
mission, Capital City Airport, Lansing, Michigan 48906. 

ARTICLE I 
Definitions 

2.01 Words and Phrases : 

As used in this ordinance, the words, terms and phrases set 


forth in Sections 2.02 through 2.12 inclusive, shall have the: 


meanings prescribed in such sections unless the context other- 
wise requires. 
2.02 Airport 

“Airport” means the Grayling Army Airfield/Grayling Mc- 
Namara Airport and all appurtenances used or acquired for air- 
port buildings or other airport facilities, and all other appur- 

tenant rights-of-way or other interests either heretofore or here- 
after established, 
2.03 Airport Hazard 

“Airport Hazard’ means any structure or tree within the 
airport hazard area which exceeds the height limitations 
established by this ordinance, or any use of land or of appur- 
tenances thereto within the airport hazard area which interferes 
with the safe use of the airport by aircraft. 
2.04 Airpart Hazard Area 

‘Airport hazard area’’ means any area of land or water, or 
both, lying within the area depicted on the official airport zoning 
map attached, 
2.05 Airport Protection Zone 

“Airport protection zone’’ means an area or zone wherein 
certain Lypes of land use are not recommended due to noise, 
vibrations, fumes, dust, fuel particles and other effects that may 
be caused by the operation of aircraft landing at, or taking off 
from, or operating at or on the airport. 

2.06 Board 

Board’ means the Crawford County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals as designated and organized. 
2.07 Above Mean Sea Level 

“Above mean sea level’’, when used in this ordinance or on 
the accompanying maps, denotes elevations above sea level as 
based upon and determines by reference to United States Coast 
and Geodetric Survey datum. 

2,08 Non-conforming Use 

‘‘Non-comforming use’’ means any structure, tree or use of 
land which does not conform to regulations prescribed in this or- 
dinance or any amendment thereto as of the effective date of 
such regulations, Any building presently under construction or 
for which a building permit has been obtained is considered to be 
an existing structure. 

2.09 Person 

“Person” means any individual, firm, partnership, corpora- 
tion, company, association, joint stock association, municipal 
corporation or other body politic, and including any trustee, 
receiver, assignee or other similar representative thereof. 
2.10 Structure 

“Structure’’ means any object constructed or installed by 
man, including but without limitation, buildings, towers, smoke- 
stacks, overhead transmission lines, radio and television aerials 
and antennae, but not including highways and their appurtenan- 
ces. 

2.11 Tree 

“Tree” means any object of natural growth. 
2.12 Zoning Administrator 

“Zoning administrator’ means the Crawford County Zoning 
Director, who is hereinafter designated to hear and decide ap- 
plications for permits and with the administration and enforce- 
ment of the provisions of this Ordinance. 

ARTICLE II 
Zones 
3.01 Airport Hazard Area 

There is hereby established an airport hazard area, which 
area or zone consists of all the lands within Crawford County 
lying beneath the approach, transitional, 150 feet horizontal, the 
50 to 1 conical surfaces, said land being located within a 25,000 
foot radius measured from the center of each end of the primary 
surface of each runway and the boundaries of which surfaces are 
shown on the Zoning Maps number 1 through 5, which maps are 
attached hereto and made a part thereof. 

3.02 Airport Zoning Maps 

There are hereby imposed on the lands within airport hazard 
area the height limitations shown on the attached zoning maps, 
the same being based upon the established elevation of the air- 
port, which elevations are shown on sheets 1 through 5 of the 
zoning maps. 

0.06 Legal Height Limitations 

From and after the effective date of this ordinance, it shall 
be unlawful for any person to erect any structure or allow any 
tree Lo grow to a height in excess of the limitations prescribed by 
the terms of this ordinance and the attached maps; or to 
establish any use of lands contrary to the provisions of this or- 
dinance, 

3.04 Unlawful Land Use 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of this ordinance, it 
shall be unlawful to put any lands within the airport hazard area 
to any use which would: 

a. Create electrical interference with radio communication 
between the airport and aircraft or create interference with navi- 
gational aids employed by aircraft; 

__ b. Make it difficult for flyers to distinguish between airport 
lights and other lights or result in glare in the eyes of flyers 
using the airport; 

¢. Create haze or smoke in such amounts 8s to impair the 
visibility of flyers in the use of the airport; or 

d. Would otherwise endanger the fanding, taking off or 
maneuvering of aircraft. 

3.05 Non-Conforming Existing Uses 

The provisions of Section 3.03 of this ordinance shall 
not apply to structures, trees or other non-conforming 
uses as the same may exist in the airport hazard area on 
the effective date hereof, unless subsequent thereto the 
Zoning Administrator determines the same to be aban- 
doned, or 80% torn down, destroyed, deterioriated, or 
decayed. In such an event, the existing non-conforming 
structure must be removed by the owner at his expense. 

3.06 Alterations to Non-Conforming Land Use 

The provisions of Section 3.03 of this ordinance shall 
apply to changes or allerations in existing structures, 
trecs or other non-conforming uses after the date hereof, 
and any increase in the height thereof, with the same force 
and effect as though the same were new uses. Such altera- 
tions may be authorized upon receipt of a variance gran- 
ted by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

3.07 Airport Protection Zones 

{a) Purpose 

The purpose of Airport Protection Zonos as defined in 
Section 2.06, is to designate areas wherein certain types of 
Jand uses are not recommended due to undesirable offects 
that may be caused due to the operation of aircraft within 
auch zones. 

(b) Acceptable Land Use 


The use of land within the areas shown on the Zoning 
Maps is controlled by the Land use Guidance Chart. 
ARTICLE IV 
Ordinance Administration 
4.01 Approach Standards 

The approach, transitional, conical and horizontal sur- 
faces are denoted on sheets 1 through 6 of the zoning 
maps, and are described in Approach Standards of the 
federal Aviation Administration. It is intended that in 
acting upon applications for permits, the Zoning Ad- 
ministrator will arrive at proper height limitations by in- 
terpolating between aerial contours shown on the zoning 
maps. 

4.02 Administrative Agency 

The Crawford County Zoning Director is hereby 
designated the Zoning Administrator charged with the 
duty of administering and enforcing the provisions of this 
ordinance. The duties of the Zoning Administrator shall 
include those of issuing permits as hereinafter required, 
but the Administrator shall not have or exercise any of 
the powers or duties herein delegated to the Board. The 
Zoning Administrator may adopt such administrative 
procedures as may be necessary in connection with the 
administration and enforcement of this ordinance. 

4,03 Board of Appeals 

Jhe Crawford County Zoning Board of Appeals duly 
appointed in accordance with Public Act 183 of 1943, ag 
amended shall exercige such powers as hereinafter con- 
ferred upon it in this ordinance, 

(a) Official Name: Tho Board of Appeals shall be of- 
ficially known as the Crawford County Zoning Board of 
Appeals, 

(b) Compensation: The Board of Appeals shall receive 
such compensation and expense reimbursement for atten- 
dance at meetings and hearings, and may employ such 
necessary personnel, as may be provided for by resolution 
of the Board of Commissioners. 

(c) Rules and Procedures: The Board of Appeals shail 
adopt rules concerning its organization and procedure, 
appeal forms, and other authorized matters, consistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance. Such rules shall in- 
clude, but not be limited to, providing a reasonable period 
of time from which an appeal may be taken to it from an 
action of the Administrator. Meetings of the Board shall 
be held at the call of the Chairman and at such other times 
as said board may determine, and notice of all meetings 
shall be given by the Chairman to all members, The 
Chairman, or in his absence the Vice-Chairman, may ad- 
minister oaths or affirmations and issue subpoenas to 
compel the attendance of witnesses. All hearings of the 
Board of Appeals shali be public, and it shall keep minutes 
of its proceedings, showing the vote of each member upon 
each question, or if absent or failing to vote, indicating 
such fact, and shall keep records of its examinations and 
other efficial acts, all of which shail be immediately filed in 
the offices of the Board and shall be a public record. 

.{d) Powers: The Board of Appeals, by the concurring 
vote of a majority of its members, shal have the power to 
issue certificates of variance under the provisions of this 
ordinance hereinafter contained, or to otherwise hear and 
decide appeals from any order, requirement, rule, 
regulations, decision or determination made by the Ad- 
ministrator under the power conferred upon it by this or- 
dinance, 

(ce) Who May Appeal: Any person aggrieved, his agent 
or attorney, or the governing body of any political sub- 
division affected by any decision of the Administrator 
made in the administration of this ordinance, may appeal 
to the Board of Appeals. 

(f) Appeal Procedure: All appeals from actions of the 
Administrator shall be taken within the time and in the 
manner provided by the rules of the Board of Appeals, by 
filing with the Administrator and with the Board, a notice 
of appeal specifying the grounds therefore. The Ad- 
ministrator shall forthwith transmit to the Board all the 
papers constituting the record upon which the action ap- 
pealed from was taken. An appeal shall stay all proceed- 
ings in furtherance of the action appealed from, unless the 
Administrator certifies to the Board, after the notice of 
appeal has been filed with it, that by reason of the facts 
stated in the certificate, a stay would, in its opinion, cause 
imminent peril to life or irreparable damage to property. | 
In such case, proceedings shall not be stayed otherwise 
than by order of the Board and on due cause shown. The 
board shall fix a time for the hearing of the appeal, give 
public notice and due notice to the parties in interest, and 
decide the same within a reasonable time. Upon hearing, 
the Board may, in cofformity with the provisions of this 
ordinance, reverse or affirm, wholly or partly, or modify, 
the order, requirement, decision or determination ap- 
pealed from as it deems advisable to make, and to that end 
shall have all the powers of the Administrator. 

(g) Certificates of Variance: Applications for certifi- 
cates of variance shall be submitted on such forms as shall 
be provided for by the rules of the Board of Appeals, and if 
the application be granted the applicant shall be provided 
a certificate of variance in such form as shall be prescribed 
by such rules. Provided, that said certificate shall provide 
that it not be effective for a period of thirty (30) days 
following the date of its issuance, and immediately upon 
issuance a copy thereof shall be filed with the Michigan 
Aeronautics Commission and a copy with the political 
subdivision affected by such certificate. In acting upon 
applications for variance, variances shall be allowed where 
a literal application of such regulations would result in 
practical difficulty or unnnecessary hardship and the 
relief granted would not be contrary to the public interest 
and approach protection standards, but would do sub- 
stantial justice and be in accordance with the spirit of the 
regulations of this ordinance; provided, however, that any 
such variance may be allowed subject to any reasonable 
condition or conditions subsequent that the Board of Ap- 
peals may deem necessary to effectuate the purpose of 
this ordinance, Provided further that nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be construed to permit a use which would con- 
flict with any other general zoning ordinance or 
regulations to the same area. 

ARTICLE V 
Permits 
5,01 Maps 

Yhere are attached hereto as sheets | thru 5. the zoning 
maps, showing applicable height limitations within the airport 
hazard areas. The land usage shall be compatible with those 
permitted on the maps. Said permit maps are affixed hereto for 
the information of and should be consulted by all persons 
proposing to make uses of land within the airport hazard areas, 


whether the same be new uses or changes in existing uses, and it P| 


shall be no defense in any action brought hereunder that a per- 
son charged with violation of this ordinance, whéther the action 
be criminal or civil in nature, failed to consult said permit maps 
prior to the action giving rise to such violations. 
5.02 Administrative Agency 

Applications for Zoning Administrator permits shall be 
made upon forms furnished by said Administrator, and the Ad- 
ministrator shall within 15 days from the filing thereof deter- 
mine whether the height limitations as designated by the Zoning 


Maps and this ordinance, would or would not be violated if such. 


application be granted and shall grant or deny said application 
accordingly (said Administrator not being vested with authority 
to permit a variance) and advise applicant of the action within 
three (3) days after the same has been taken. The force and effect. 
of a denial shall be to leave the applicant free to apply to the 
Board of Appeals for a certificate of variance. Provided, that the 
Administrator is authorized and directed to approve all ap- 
plications for permits for uses not exceeding 35 feet in height 
above the existing ground level as the same may exist on the ef- 
fective date of this ordinance, notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary herein contained, it being intended that the minimum 
height limitation to be imposed by this ordinance shall be said 35 
feet above the ground levels existing on the date of this ordinan- 
ce, Provided further that the issuance of a permit shall not be 
construed to permit a use that violates any other general zoning 
ordinance or regulations applicable to the same area. 
5.03 Permit Procedures 

Three procedures are hereinafter provided, to be taken by 
persons desiring to create new uses, or to change existing uses, 
after they have consulted the applicable zoning map, namely: 
Procedure One: 

If it appears, after consulting such zoning maps, that the 
proposed new use, or changed oxisting use clearly would not 
violate the terms of this ordinance, than such new use may be

created, or existing use changed until there has first been ob- 
tained from the Zoning Administrator a proper permit in accor- 
dance with the provisions of this ordinance hereinafter con- 
tained. Inasmuch as the height limitations imposed in the air- 
port hazard area steadily incline from the airport center, and at 
various rates according to location of approaches, the permit 
maps are only approximations for any given segment of the air- 
port hazard area and therefore a height Limitation may be some- 
what greater than accorded by said maps, depending upon the 
particular parcel of land involved. The purpose of this second 
procedure is, therefore, to enable the Zoning Administrator to 
make exact mathematical determinations and enable users of 
land within the hazard area to avoid violations of this ordinance. 
Procedure Three: 

If it appears, after congulting the zoning maps, that the 
proposed new use, or change in existing use, clearly will violate 
the provisions of this ordinance, then no such new or changed 
use shall be undertaken unless the person proposing to under- 
take same shail first apply to the Board of Appeals and obtain 
from said board a certificate of variance in accordance with the 
further procedures hereinafter provided, 

5.04 Exception for Emergency Utility Repairs 

No permit shall be required for the emergency repair or 
replacement of nonconforming public utility structures, other 
than buildings, when the height of such structures will not be in- 
creased by such emergency repairs or replacement. It is intended 
that in the application of this provision any combination of cir- 
cumstances calling for immediate action or remedy in the repair 
or replacement of such nonconforming public utility structures 
shall be deemed an emergency. 

ARTICLE VI 
Judicial Action 
6.01 Appeals to Circuit Court 

Any person, including the Michigan Aeronautics Com- 
mission on behalf of and in the name of the State, aggrieved by 
any decision of the Board of Appeals, may appeal to the Circuit 
Court of the County of Crawford as provided in Section 30 of Act 
No. 23, of the Public Acts of the State of Michigan for the year 
1950 (Extra Session). 

6.02 Penalties 

Any person who shall violate this ordinance or any 
regulations, orders or rulings promulgated or made pursuant. to 
this ordinance, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$100.00 and imprisonment for a term not to exceed 90 days, and 
each day a violation continues to exist after notice shall con- 
stitute a separate offense. Such notice may be given by the 
Zoning Administrator by registered or certified maii addressed 
to the person maintaining such violation at the last known ad- 
dress, 

6.03 Civil Action Available 

The Board of Commissioners may, in addition to any 
criminal action taken, institute in the Circuit Court of Crawford 
County, an action to prevent, restrain, correct or abate any 
violation of this ordinance, or of airport zoning regulations adop- 
ted under this ordinance, or of any order or ruling made in con- 
nection with their administration or enforcement, and the court’ 
shall adjudge to the plaintiff such relief, by way of injunction 
(which may be mandatory) or otherwise, as may be proper under 
all facts and circumstances of the case, in order to effectuate 
fully the purpose of this ordinance and regulations adopted and 
orders and rulings made pursuant thereto. 

ARTICLE VII 
Federal! Regulation 
7,01 Federal Regulation (FAR Part 77) 

This ordinance is not included to conflict with existing 
Federal approach protection regulations. The Federal Aviation 
Administration requires that they be given notice of any con- 
struction or alteration: 

(a) that would be more than 200 feet above ground level at its 
site. 

(b) that would be above an imaginary surface extending out- 
wards and upward at 100 to 1 slope within 20,000 feet of the 
nearest point of a runway more than 3200 feet in length. 

(c) that would be above an imaginary surface extending out- 
ward and upward at 50:1 slope within 10,000 feet of the nearest 
point of a runway less than 3200 feet in length. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Severability of Provisions 
8.01 Severability of Provisions 

If any of the provisions of this ordinance or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstances is held invalid, such in- 
validity shall net affect other provisions or applications of this 
ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid 
provisions or applications of the ordinance, and to this end the 
provisions of this ordinance are declared to be severable. 

ARTICLE IX 
Amendments 
9.01 Amendrnents 

This ordinance, and the regulations prescribed herein, may 
be amended by a majority vote of all members of the Board of 
Commissioners after a public hearing is held in relation to the 
proposed amendment,
